Dear Medicaid Director Vermeer: 

In the United States, the federal and state governments spend roughly $3 1 7 billion 
every year on the Medicaid program. As Ranking Member of the Senate Committee on 
Finance, I have an obligation to ensure that taxpayer dollars are appropriately spent on 
federal health care programs. Like the Medicare program, Medicaid suffers from 
systemic weaknesses that lead to fraud, waste, and abuse across the program, resulting in 
higher costs and less health care to those who are in need. The overutilization of 
prescription drugs, whether through drug abuse or outright fraud, plays a significant role 
in the rising cost of our healthcare system. The purpose of this letter is to request 
information regarding certain outliers in Iowa's Medicaid program and what steps Iowa 
takes to monitor rates of utilization. 

In recent inquiries, I have asked the U.S. Department of Health and Human 
Services about physicians prescribing mental health drugs at astonishingly high rates. In 
addition to these concerns, a recent CNN report detailed the increasing abuse of 
OxyContin, Roxicodone, and Xanax. Specifically, the report described the role some 
pain management clinics and physicians play in the black market for these drugs. I write 
today to better ascertain how high rates of both mental health and pain medication 
utilization are affecting the Medicaid program, as well as how Iowa's rates compare to 
the national rates. 

To that end, please provide charts that list of the top ten Medicaid prescribers of 
the following drags for the years 2008 and 2009. For each prescriber, please provider 
his/her prescriber identifier, and the number of prescriptions written per drug per year, 
and the total amount billed to Medicaid per drug, separated for each year. 

• Ability; 

• Geodon; 

• Seroquel; 

• Zyprexa; 

• Risperdal; 



OxyContin; 
Roxicodone; and 
Xanax.

Dear Senator Grassley: 

I am in receipt of your April 21 , 2010 letter which requested information on the top ten Medicaid 
prescribers of select mental health and pain medications for 2008. and 2009. The letter also requests 
information regarding steps Iowa takes to monitor rates of utilization and to curb fraud, waste and abuse. 

Attached please find the data for calendar years 2008 and 2009 as requested in your letter. Iowa has 
included the following: 

• The average monthly Medicaid eligibles for the calendar year, 

• The total number of prescriptions, 

• The number of total prescriptions that were brand, 

• The number of total prescriptions that were generic, 

• The unique number of Medicaid members receiving the prescriptions, and 

• The total amount Medicaid reimbursed for the total number of prescriptions. 

One important issue the data does not take into consideration is the percent of Medicaid patients the 
particular prescriber sees in comparison to the other prescribers. If the prescriber is primarily dedicated to 
Medicaid the utilization data may be skewed in comparison to the other prescribers in the data pull who 
see a lower percentage of Medicaid patients. 

The Iowa Medicaid program utilizes a variety of mechanisms to monitor utilization within the program 
and has implemented several processes to curtail fraud, waste and abuse as detailed below. 

1 ) Monitor Utilization 

a) Monthly Claims Reports - include top prescribers by utilization and dollar amount to identify 
outliers. 

b) Drug Utilization Review Commission (DUR) - is a federally mandated quality assurance body that 
performs a quality review of covered outpatient drugs that assures that prescriptions are 
appropriate, medically necessary, and not likely to result in adverse medical outcomes. Focused 
studies and individual profile review with follow-up letters to individual prescribers are examples 
of activities used to monitor the benefit and identify outliers. 

c) DUR Mental Health Advisory Group- is composed of Medicaid healthcare practitioners including 
psychiatrists, a pediatrician and a pharmacist, who meet ongoing to review mental health clinical 
issues referred by the DUR and provide recommendations back to them. 

d) DUR Quarterly Narcotics Reports to Prescribers - This report is provided to prescribers on a 
quarterly basis and highlights patients using narcotics prescribed by multiple providers and/or 
filled at multiple pharmacies.

Dear Di rector Vermeer, 

I n 2009, the Department of H uman Services provided my staff with data 
regarding the top ten prescri bers of several pain management and mental health drugs 
in I owa. These types of drugs have addictive properties, and the potential for fraud and 
abuse by prescri bers and patients is extremely high. Mental health drugs continue to be 
prescribed at astounding rates and pain management clinics are turning into a hotbed 
for black market painkillers. When these drugs are prescri bed to Medicaid patients, it is 
the American peoplewho pay the price for over-prescription, abuse, and fraud. 

After an extensive review of prescribing habits of the serial prescri bers of pai n 
and mental health drugs i n I owa, I have concerns about the oversight and enforcement 
of Medicaid abuse in Iowa. While I am sensitive to concerns about the potential for 
misi nterpretati on of the data you provi ded, the numbers themselves are quite shocki ng. 

For example, the top prescri ber of Risperdal wrote 1,358 prescriptions for the 
drug in 2009 for a total of 381 unique members. The next top prescri ber wrote 
prescri pti ons for on ly 196 unique members. This outl i er i s consi stent with many of the 
requested drugs— with the top prescri bers writing double or triples the number of 
prescri pti ons as the other prescri bers on the I i st. 



It is my intention to ensure that each of the states is adequately monitoring, 
investigating, and stoppingfraud and over- prescription of these types of drugs. 
Therefore, pi ease provi de answers to the f ol I owi ng questi ons: 



L What action, if any, has your agency taken with respect to the prescri bers 
identified to the Committee? 

2. I f there has been no action taken with respect to these prescri bers, please 
explain why not. 

3. Please identify which of the providers identified to the Committee remain 
eligibleto bill the Medicaid Program. 

4. Please provide the 2010 and 2011 numbers for the top prescri bers of these 
same drugs. 

5. H as each of these prescri bers been cross-checked for compl ai nts or 
misconduct with the state medical board or the National Practitioner Data 
Bank? If not, do you plan to do so? 

6. H ave any of the prescri bers identified to this Committee been referred to 
Iowa's medical board? 

7. I s there any system set up in your state to identify and monitor excessive 
prescri pti on writi ng? I f not, why not? 

8. Have you received any training or guidance from the Centers for Medicare 
and Medicaid Studies to help identify potential issues with prescription 
drugs? 

9. Does I owa mai ntai n a database of al I prescri bed control led-substances? I f so, 
what entities have access to it? 

10. Does I owa have any poi nt-of-sale restrictions related to maxi mum units, 
prior authorization, therapeutic duplication, or early refill? If not, why not? 

11 Were any of these top ten prescri bers identified in the federal -mandated 
Drug U ti I i zati on Revi ew or CM S- base retrospecti ve revi ews? 

12. Does I owa have any programs i n pi ace to educate providers about the 
prescription of antipsychotics to children and adolescents?

This is in response to your recent inquiry of Medicaid Director Jennifer Vermeer. The request 
is for additional data on the top ten Medicaid prescribers of select mental health and pain 
medications for calendar years 201 and 201 1 , and to provide responses to questions on 
prior data submitted at your request. Data was provided, as requested, for calendar years 
2008 and 2009 in April 2010, which also included information on how Iowa Medicaid monitors 
drug utilization. 

A. Data : Attached please find the requested data for calendar years 201 and 201 1 . 
Iowa has included the same data fields as on the prior submission including: 

• The average monthly Medicaid eligibles for the calendar year, 

• The total number of prescriptions, 

• The number of total prescriptions that were brand, 

• The number of total prescriptions that were generic, 

• The unique number of Medicaid members receiving the prescriptions, and 

• The total amount Medicaid reimbursed for the total number of prescriptions. 

This is a very limited set of data, which does not take into account many factors that 
could result in misinterpretation of the data. Here are just some, but not all, of the 
factors the data does not take into consideration: 

• Many of the drugs used for mental health have high discontinuation rates due to 
high side effect profiles and/or the need for frequent dose adjustments. This 
could result in multiple prescriptions for the same drug but different strengths, 
taken concurrently to get to a specific dose. There could also be multiple 
prescriptions for different drugs in the same therapeutic category due to 
switching. 
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• All of the drugs for which information was requested, with the exception of 
OxyContin® and Roxicodone™, can have prescriptions written to include refills. 
Additionally the prescriber can telephone in refills to the pharmacy. Each 
prescription does not necessitate the prescriber seeing the patient and/or 
writing a new prescription. While OxyContin® and Roxicodone™ prescriptions 
cannot have refills; a prescriber may issue multiple prescriptions to the patient 
at one visit. 

• Prescriber patient population is an important factor in that if they have a high 
percentage of patients where abuse is a concern, they may write prescriptions 
in smaller quantities to keep utilization in check. For example, rather than 
providing a thirty day supply of the drug, the prescriber may only provide a 
seven or fourteen day supply. This may result in more prescriptions for that 
prescriber, but this is not necessarily inappropriate. 

• The percent of Medicaid patients the particular prescriber sees in comparison to 
the other prescribers. For example, if the prescriber is primarily dedicated to 
Medicaid the utilization data may be skewed in comparison to the other 
prescribers in the data pull who see a lower percentage of Medicaid patients. 
Additionally the percent of the practice dedicated to children and adolescents 
versus adults, as Medicaid is heavily weighted with children and adolescents. 
Also the area of practice or specialty could also impact the data. 

• The ratio of medication in question by the prescriber as compared to overall 
medications prescribed in the same class. 

• The ratio of patients prescribed a specific medication versus the total number of 
patients seen. 

• The number of nonenrolled prescribers utilizing the supervising physician 
identifier. For example, physician assistants are not enrolled providers with 
Iowa Medicaid. If the prescription is for a drug that requires prior authorization it 
must be submitted and approved under the supervising physician identifier. The 
prescription would indicate that physician's identifier, but technically the 
physician assistant is seeing the patient. 

• If the prescriber is a "facility" practitioner. Some prescribers are responsible for 
all patients in a particular facility, which may be all Medicaid and the number 
may seem artificially high in comparison to practitioners in a private setting. 
Additionally, certain facilities may be subject to a formulary, and prescribers 
may therefore selectively prescribe only certain drugs in a category. 

• There is a pretty wide disparity in the number of psychiatric providers in Iowa 
compared to other medical providers, and many of them are unwilling to treat 
Medicaid members or may limit the number of Medicaid members they provide 
service to. 

Your letter voices concern that the requested drug data shows many of the top 
prescribers write double or triple the number of prescriptions as the other prescribers 
on the list. Again, many of the factors above may influence the data and the Medicaid 
program is not privy to all the specifics indicated above. 
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B. Prescription Drug Oversight : The Iowa Medicaid program utilizes a variety of 
mechanisms to monitor utilization within the program and has implemented several 
processes to curtail fraud, waste and abuse. These processes were identified in the 
document previously sent. This document includes all processes, including any 
updates since the prior communication in 2010. 
i) Monitor Utilization 

(1) Monthly Claims Reports - include top prescribers by utilization and dollar 
amount to identify outliers. 

(2) Drug Utilization Review (DUR) Commission - is a federally mandated quality 
assurance body that performs a quality review of covered outpatient drugs that 
assures that prescriptions are appropriate, medically necessary, and not likely 
to result in adverse medical outcomes. Focused studies and individual profile 
review with follow-up letters to individual prescribers are examples of activities 
used to monitor the benefit and identify outliers. 

(3) DUR Mental Health Advisory Group- is composed of Medicaid healthcare 
practitioners including psychiatrists, a pediatrician and a pharmacist, who meet 
ongoing to review mental health clinical issues referred by the DUR and provide 
recommendations back to them. 

(4) DUR Quarterly Narcotics Reports to Prescribers - This report is provided to 
prescribers on a quarterly basis and highlights patients using narcotics 
prescribed by multiple providers and/or filled at multiple pharmacies. 

(5) Lock-In Program - the goal is to promote quality health care for Medicaid 
members by preventing harmful practices including duplication of scheduled 
and non-scheduled medications, unintended medication interactions, 
duplication of medical services and treatments and medication abuse. The 
program also assists the member in establishing care with one physician who 
can oversee and coordinate all health care needs. Members can be referred to 
the Lock-In program from various sources. In addition to referrals, an algorithm 
runs monthly that looks at how many prescriptions a member is receiving, the 
reason they are taking the prescription and if they are on long- and/or short- 
acting narcotics. Included in the algorithm is the number of prescribers, their 
locations, and the number of office visits and non-emergent emergency room 
visits. If, during our review, we find overutilization in any of the above areas a 
member is placed in Lock-In and assigned to one pharmacy, one primary care 
physician and one hospital for 24 months. If any suspicious prescribing 
patterns are noticed while reviewing the member for over utilization, we refer 
the provider to the Program Integrity Unit for further review. The Program 
Integrity Unit reviews our referral and may refer the provider to the Iowa Board 
of Medicine. 

The review also looks at psychotropic utilization. The program also sends the 
Iowa Plan for Behavioral Health a data pull of all Foster Care children who 
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appear to be prescribed higher than normal amounts of psychotropic 
medications and request they perform a review on the data provided. 

(6) Program Integrity (PI) - this unit will routinely inspect claims submitted to the 
Iowa Medicaid Enterprise (IME) to assure that Medicaid is paying appropriately 
for covered services. This unit also does targeted reviews based on reported or 
suspected issues. Aberrant providers are referred to the Medicaid Fraud 
Control Unit (MFCU) within the Iowa Department of Inspections and Appeals 
and the Iowa Board of Medicine for further investigation. 

(7) Iowa Plan for Behavioral Health-accesses pharmacy data during case specific 
reviews for managed services. Discussions with providers ensue regarding the 
number of psychotropics utilized, number of psychotropic classes, treatment 
adherence and treatment duration. Pursuit of the least number of psychotropics 
to address the patient's needs is the goal. Further, specific case review has 
unveiled questionable prescription procurement implicating potential abuse 
and/or diversion whereupon providers are notified of the information for direct 
intervention with the patient(s) 

(8) Integrated Health Homes for the Seriously Mentally Ill-have been initiated with 
enhanced scrutiny and coordinated management of patients medical and 
behavioral health needs including pharmacotherapy. The anticipated expansion 
will address an ever increasing number of patients for optimization of treatment 
interventions yielding a decreasing number of potentially overused and/or 
abused medications. 



ii) Management Tools 

(1) Iowa Medicaid Electronic Record System (l-MERS) - is a web-based tool that 
will give providers up-to-date information about what services have been paid 
for by Iowa Medicaid. I-MERS will allow treating providers to view Medicaid 
members' medical procedures, prescriptions, and other services that are 
currently in the Medicaid computer system. 

(2) Pharmacy Prior Authorization (PA) - means obtaining approval for a medication 
before the medication is provided to a member. 

(3) Clinical PA - A clinical PA is required for several controlled substances 
including stimulants, short acting fentanyl products, narcotic nasal sprays, 
OxyContin®, sedative/hypnotics, and select brand name controlled substances. 
Specific clinical criteria must be met for these products and other medications to 
promote appropriate use. 

(4) Preferred Drug List (PDL) PA - medications which are more costly and/or have 
a high potential for abuse or misuse are made nonpreferred on the PDL 
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resulting in a PA. Preferred medications must be tried in order for a 
nonpreferred medication to be considered. 

(5) Prospective Drug Utilization Review Edits - means a process in which a request 
for a medication for a particular member is screened for potential medication 
therapy problems before the product is dispensed. This includes quantity limits 
and refill tolerance, just to name a few, both of which limit overuse and promote 
cost effectiveness. 

(6) Iowa Prescription Monitoring Program (PMP) - the Iowa Board of Pharmacy has 
established an electronic prescription monitoring program for the purpose of 
compiling records of Schedule II, III, and IV Controlled Substances dispensed 
by Iowa pharmacies. The program is designed to provide information regarding 
the prescribing of controlled substances in order to determine appropriate 
prescribing and treatment for individual patients without fear of contributing to a 
patient's abuse or dependence on addictive medication or diversion of those 
medications to illicit use. Information collected by Iowa's PMP is "privileged and 
strictly confidential information," except that the Pharmacy Board may provide 
information from the PMP in the following instances: 

(i) When pharmacists and prescribing practitioners request the information 
for purposes of providing care to a patient, or 

(ii) When an individual requests their own program information, or 

(iii) When presented with a court order, subpoena, or other means of legal 
compulsion for access to or release of program information that is issued 
based upon a determination of probable cause in the course of a specific 
investigation of a specific individual. 

(7) Iowa Prescription Abuse Reduction (PAR) Task Force- several Iowa Medicaid 
staff members participated in the task force convened by the Governor's Office 
of Drug Control Policy (ODCP). This was a multiagency task force which met in 
the fall of 201 1 to help refine the nature and scope of drug abuse in Iowa and 
recommended steps to address it. This was not limited to Medicaid. Similar to 
the national plan released earlier this year, the Iowa Plan for reducing 
prescription abuse expands on the State's comprehensive Drug Control 
Strategy by offering a blueprint for action targeting four key areas: (1) Education 
& Intervention; (2) Secure Storage & Safe Disposal; (3) Monitoring and (4) 
Enforcement. The final report can be found at the following link: 
http://www.iowa.gov/odcp/docs/Reducing%20Rx%20Abuse%20in%20lowa%20 
Strategv%201 -5-1 2.pdf . The Medicaid program will continue to work with the 
various agencies involved, as well as internally, to enhance efforts associated 
with the four key areas listed. 
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C. Response to Questions 

1) What action, if any, has your agency taken with respect to the prescribers 
identified to the Committee? 

The prescribers were reviewed, prior to the submission of the data. In regards to 
controlled substances, we are aware some of these prescribers are being reviewed by 
the Iowa Board of Medicine. However, without all of the accompanying information as 
outlined in Item A. Data, it is difficult to determine if the prescribers of mental health 
medications are truly outliers in regards to their prescribing habits of these drugs. 

2) If there has been no action taken with respect to these prescribers, please 
explain why not. 

See response to question 1. 

3) Please identify which of the providers identified to the Committee remain eligible 
to bill the Medicaid Program. 

We have attached the top ten prescriber lists for each year requested, 2008-201 1 . Any 
prescriber ID marked with an asterisk is no longer eligible to bill Iowa Medicaid as an 
individual. 

4) Please provide the 2010 and 2011 numbers for the top prescribers of these same 
drugs. 

The attachment provided with this letter has calendar year 201 and 201 1 numbers for 
the top prescribers of these same drugs. 

5) Has each of these prescribers been cross-checked for complaints or misconduct 
with the state medical board or the National Practitioner Data Bank? If not, do 
you plan to do so? 

The number one prescriber in each drug category, for each calendar year was cross- 
checked with their corresponding state medical board for complaints. No publically 
posted issues were identified based on this review. 

6) Have any of the prescribers identified to this Committee been referred to Iowa's 
medical board? 

There are several prescribers, identified as Pain Specialists that the I ME has referred 
to the Iowa Board of Medicine. In calendar year 201 1 , these are included in the top 
five prescribers of OxyContin® and the number one prescriber of Roxicodone™. 
Additionally, the number seven prescriber of Xanax® has also been referred to the 
Board. The calendar year 2010 data includes as the number six prescriber of 
OxyContin® and the number ten prescriber of Xanax®, a physician who is currently 
under investigation by the Iowa Board of Medicine, being prosecuted by the Attorney 
General's office. 

7) Is there any system set up in your state to identify and monitor excessive 
prescription writing? If not, why not? 

Iowa Medicaid is not aware of a specific "system" to monitor excessive prescription 
writing. The Board of Pharmacy operates the Iowa Prescription Monitoring Program 
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(PMP) described earlier and the Iowa Board of Medicine is responsible for monitoring 
activities of its licensees. The Iowa Board of Medicine recently adopted rules requiring 
all licensed physicians in the State of Iowa to complete continuing medical education 
on chronic pain medication management. In addition to offering the newly required 
physician training via an online webinar, the Iowa Board of Medicine is also supporting 
the chronic pain management education requirement by offering a free book — 
"Responsible Opioid Prescribing: A Physician's Guide" — by Scott Fishman, M.D., a 
nationally recognized pain specialist. The book discusses the use of pain management 
agreements and prescription monitoring programs as tools for more safely prescribing 
narcotic drugs. The Board has also adopted rules to recommend physicians consider 
establishing pain management agreements, use drug screens, and review a patient's 
controlled substance prescription history in the Iowa PMP database if the physician 
believes the patient is at risk of abuse or diversion of the medication. PMP issues will 
be addressed in greater detail in the Monitoring section of this report. Additionally, as 
mentioned previously, Iowa Medicaid is participating in the Iowa Prescription Abuse 
Reduction (PAR) Task Force which is a multi-agency task force with the purpose of 
reducing prescription abuse in Iowa. 

Additionally, the Program Integrity Unit within the IME regularly corresponds with 
investigators from both the MFCU and Iowa Board of Medicine regarding physicians 
that have apparent prescription pattern abnormalities. Support for these 
communications come from review efforts from Lock-In and from data analytics run on 
claims history. Results of these investigations have resulted in physician sanction, 
loss of hospital privileges and/or physicians voluntarily giving up their Drug 
Enforcement Administration (DEA) prescriber number. 

8) Have you received any training or guidance from the Centers for Medicare and 
Medicaid Studies to help identify potential issues with prescription drugs? 

No. There is a significant problem regarding controlled substances in the Medicaid 
program. The Omnibus Budget Reconciliation Act (OBRA) of 1990, which established 
the drug rebate program at section 1927 of the Social Security Act, requires, with a 
few limited statutory exceptions, that a State that chooses to include outpatient drugs 
within its Medicaid program must cover, for their medically accepted indications, all 
FDA approved prescription drugs of manufacturers that have entered into drug rebate 
agreements. This results in requiring programs to cover brand name controlled 
substances (when a generic product is available). While prior authorization 
requirements can be put in place, those patients who really want the brand name can 
eventually find their way to the brand name. If the generic medication does not work, 
they should be trying a different medication, not the brand. However this does not 
preclude the generic from abuse and or diversion, but the brand is more costly to the 
program. In general this additional cost would apply to other categories of drugs where 
the member receives a brand when there is a generic, or several different generics 
available in that therapeutic class. An additional expense is the requirement to cover 
all FDA approved prescription drugs of manufacturers that have entered into drug 
rebate agreements. Many new drugs are not therapeutically superior to existing drugs, 
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they may just be new strengths or salt forms, and there may already be more cost 
effective generic drugs in that therapeutic category. 

9) Does Iowa maintain a database of all prescribed controlled-substances? If so, 
what entities have access to it? 

The Iowa Board of Pharmacy has established an electronic prescription monitoring 
program (PMP) for the purpose of compiling records of Schedule II, III, and IV 
Controlled Substances dispensed by Iowa pharmacies. Authorized health care 
practitioners (prescribers and pharmacists) are able to access PMP information 
regarding their patient's use of controlled substances to assist them in determining 
appropriate treatment options and to improve the quality of patient care. There is 
legislation pending that would give the IME access to the PMP database. 

10) Does Iowa have any point-of-sale restrictions related to maximum units, prior 
authorization, therapeutic duplication, or early refill? If not, why not? 

Yes Iowa Medicaid uses all the point-of-sale restrictions listed. However the program 
must operate within the Legislative limitations applied to the program. For example, 
Iowa Code language, which implemented a Preferred Drug List (PDL), excluded 
certain categories of drugs from inclusion such as drugs for mental health, human 
immunodeficiency virus or acquired immune deficiency syndrome, transplantation and 
cancer. The mental health drug exclusion has since been removed. But there is 
significant resistance from providers and advocacy organizations when any restrictions 
are placed on the mental health drugs. 

11) Were any of these top ten prescribers identified in the federal-mandated Drug 
Utilization Review or CMS-base retrospective reviews? 

While the prescribers identified in the top ten for pain medications and/or mental health 
drugs did not receive letters specific to their being a top prescriber, the prescribers 
identified have received DUR communications for duplicate therapy and/or overuse of 
the drugs listed in this data request. Additionally, the DUR Commission has looked at 
members using short-acting opioids for an extended period of time without a long- 
acting opioid and use of duplicate therapy with methadone and a long-acting opioid. 
Additionally, the DUR Commission has had numerous mental health drug initiatives 
which have also been reviewed to the Mental Health Advisory Group. These initiatives 
have included quantity limits, prior authorization criteria, removal of exclusion on the 
Preferred Drug List and usage in children. The group works in coordination with the 
Iowa Plan for Behavioral Health, which oversees the majority of mental health care for 
Iowa Medicaid. 

12) Does Iowa have any programs in place to educate providers about the 
prescription of antipsychotics to children and adolescents? 

OBRA'90 language requires DUR boards to conduct ongoing educational programs to 
educate practitioners about medication therapy problems, with the goal of improving 
prescribing and dispensing practices. Based on the findings, the DUR Commission in 
Iowa may suggest changes in prescribing or dispensing suggestions may be member- 
specific, drug-specific or both. As an additional educational initiative, the Commission
